night. 
Dr. Hagner expected today to be 
better able to determine the pa­ 
tient’s exact condition, he said. 
Mrs. Helen Taft Manning, the 
former President’s daughter, came 
here several days ago from Bryn 
Mawr, Pa., and the two sons are 
reported enroute from Cincinnati, 
and should arrive late today. 
A bulletin issued shortly after 
11 a.m., said: 
“The former chief justice is in 
a critical condition. 
There is no 
hope for his recovery and any im­

Another disease, which used to 


DC known as "false croup" is now 
called "spasmodic laryngitis." 


The larynx is that part of the 


throat situated between the wind- 
pipe and the base of the tongue. 
The mucous membrane lining of it 
may become, and does become, highly 
inflamed in croup. 


This dreaded croup attacks a child 


between the ages of two and five 
usually. 
It may begin with what 


^eenis like a mild cold, possibly with 
some fever 
At other times, there 


rnuy be no warning at all, but a 
sudden attack after a child gels his 
first sleep at night. 
In a sudden attack, a child is 


awakened gasping for breath. He has 
a slight, barking cough. This cough 
is peculiar in that it is metallic 
sounding, with a sort of ringing 
noise. 
The child has the greatest 


difficulty in getting his breath. The 
mucous membrane is so swollen that 
there is scarcely room for a bit of 
lir to get through 


The child becomes feverish, and 


.he pulse is rapid. 
The 
difficult 


Dreathing usually frightens the child 
=o much that he wants to be taken 
up and carried. 


Heroic measures must be taken tc 


relieve .the swelling o' the mem 
jrane of the throat. The first thing 
:o do is to send for a doctor, and. 
while awaiting- his coming, the child 
jhouldr be put into a hot bath at a 
:~mperature of about 100 degrees. 
3e careful not to have the water so 
not as to scald the child. Try the 
seat .of the water on your own elbow. 
The child should be kept in the bath 
:rom fifteen to twenty minutes. At 
:he same time, apply cold compresses 
to its throat 


Sometimes a hot footbath, into 


which a teaspoonful of mustard has 
been added, is adequate to draw the 
blood from the upper part of the 
DOdy. giving relief to the sufferer. 


It is wise to give an emetic in the 


form of syrup of ipecac, or syrup of 
squills in order to produce vomiting 
ind relieve the gathering of mucus 
:n the throat.
